It Is an extraordinary fact that even 


when deaths from accident are includ- 
ed, the rate of mortality among miners 
of Great Britain is materially lower 
than that among any other big class 
of Isbor, except agriculturists, and ap- 
preciably lower than the average rate 
of mortality among males. This fact 
was discovered by Doctor Taiham, 
while acting as superintendent of sta- 
tistics In the office of the registrar gen- 
eral. Doctor Tatham points out that 
while the risk of fatal accidents among 
the coal miners is much greater than 
among other males generally, their 
risk of death by disease is much lower, 
being 1G.6 per cent less than all occu- 
pied males, and 23:2 per cent less than 
that of all males. TVhile coal miners 
appear to suffer more than the aver- 
age mortality from bronchitis, they 
show marked immunity from consump- 
tion, their mortality from that disease 
being less than half the average. From 
diseases of the nervous system their 
mortality is IS per cent lower: heart 
disease, 10 per cent lower, and from 
disease of the liver. 10 per cent lower 
than among all males.
